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Bennett Introduces Bill Which Would 
Eliminate Residency Requirements 


Municipal employees could live in 
the municipality of their choice under a 
bill recently introduced by State Sena- 
tor LorenBennett (R-Canton Township). 

Under Senate Bill878, which would 
amend the Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights 
Act (an actwhich states that discrimina- 
tory practices relating to public employ- 
ment are prohibited), public employees 
would no longer be restricted to living 
within a city, township, or village bound- 
ary as acondition of employment. 

"It is a person's basic civil right to 
live where they choose, regardless of 
their place of employment,” Bennett 
said. "Employees such as firefighters or 
police officers should not be restricted 
by their employer as to where they 
might live and raise a family.” 

Several police andfirefighter groups 
agree. 

"It is time for all citizens of the State 
of Michigan to be afforded their civil 
rights," said Tom Schneider, executive 
director of the Michigan Police Legisla- 
tive Council. "What should be of impor- 
tance to any employer is the job perfor- 
mance of the individuals and whether or 
not they consistently show up for work 
on time — not where they live. 

"Public employees should nothave 
to go to the back of the bus when it 
comes to quality-of-life decisions,” he 
concluded. 

SB 878 now moves to committee 
for discussion. 

Bills Consolidating School Elections 
Approved by Senate 

State Senators Bennett and George 
McManus (R-Traverse City) report that 
a three-bill package, aimed at increas- 
ing voter turnout when school board 
seats and school issues are on the bal- 
lot, has been approved by the Senate. 


"We need to make it more conve- 


nient for parents to exercise their right 
to vote on important educational is- 
sues," Bennett said. "Decisions con- 
cerning who serves on a school board 
andwhat ballot questions willbe adopted 
should not be made by asmall segment 
of the community." 

Since 1995, voter turnout for schoo! 
elections inWayne County has reflected 
a Statewide trend toward ultra-low num- 
bers—anestimated 4.45% inone Wayne 
County schooldistrict alone. In McMan- 
us’ northern Michigan area, several dis- 


tricts experienced turnout of less than 
three percent. 

"When school elections are held 
separately, voter turnout is abysmally 
low," McManus said. "By combining 
them with local and State elections, we 
anticipate drawing more people to the 
polls and increasing public input. Elec- 
tions should be held at a time to culti- 
vate turnout, not circumvent it.” 

The package of bills — Senate Bills 
202, 207, and 224 — would consolidate 
school elections to the first Tuesday 
following the first Monday in April, the 
August primary, and the November gen- 
eral election. Schools would also be 
allowed to hold elections simultaneously 
with local government elections. 

"The involvement of parents and 
other community members is important 
increating successful schools,” Bennett 
said. "This legislation makes sense and

Representative Basham 
Sponsors Mineral Well Bill 


The House of Representatives re- 
cently passed legislation sponsored by 
State Representative Ray Basham (D- 
Taylor) to oversee the State's mineral 
wells program. 

The legislation increases the per- 
mit application fees, establishes annual 
use fees, andfunds aregulatory agency 
to monitor waste disposal wells and 
brine storage, disposal, and production 
wells. 

"We have not had the ability to 


‘regularly monitor the safety of these 


wells because of revenue shortfalls in 
the program," Basham said. "With this 
new fee schedule, we will have the 
industry's cooperation in assuring that 
the wells meet the environmental stan- 
dards of our community.” 

Under Basham's proposal, opera- 
tors of nonbrine disposal wells would 
pay permit application and annual fees 
of $2,500. Allother well operators would 
pay $500. The projected revenues gen- 
erated by new fees would equal ap- 
proximately $136,500 annually. The 
funds would be used to hire two and a 
half full-time employees (FTEs) respon- 
sible for overseeing the State's 172 
mineral wells.

Tax Break for Michigan Students 


By State Senator Loren Bennett 

With the price of college tuition ris- 
ing over recent years, many students 
are struggling to keep pace with the 
high cost of a college education. A tui- 
tion tax credit, which | sponsored, can 
help to offset some of this cost; unfortu- 
nately, however, many people are un- 
aware that they may be eligible for this 
tax break. 

The tax credit offers colleges and 
universities — both public and private — 
an incentive to cap tuition increases at 
or below the rate of inflation (currently 
around three percent). Students at 
schools that adhere to this ceiling (or 
their parents) would be eligible to re- 
ceive the credit. This year, the maxi- 
mum credit was raised from $250 to 
$375 per student, per year. That's an 
annual $23-million tax cut for Michigan 
families. 

According to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Treasury, 38 Michigan schools 
have qualified for this tax credit for the 
1997 tax year. That is extremely wel- 
come news for the thousands of Michi- 
gan students struggling to pay for a 
college education. 


Students at the following schools 
are eligible for the credit. 

Public universities: Central Michi- 
gan; Grand Valley State; Lake Superior 
State; Michigan State; Michigan Tech- 
nological University; Northern Michigan; 
Saginaw Valley State; University of 
Michigan, AnnArbor and Dearborncam- 
puses; and Wayne State. 

Community colleges: Bay De Noc; 
Delta; Grand Rapids; Jackson; Mid- 
Michigan; Mott; North Central; North- 
western Michigan; Oakland; School- 
craft; Washtenaw; and Wayne County. 

Private colleges: Alma; Aquinas; 
Cleary; Concordia; Davenport; Detroit 
College of Business; Great Lakes; Hills- 
dale; Kendall College of Art & Design; 
Northwood University; Olivet; Reformed 
Bible; SpringArbor; and William Tyndale. 

This record number of schools is an 
admirable accomplishment. Real, long- 
term savings and affordable education 
will only come with colleges and univer- 
sities keeping tuition costs down.
